CHANCELLOR RAAB SAYS AUSTRIA WILL NEVER YIELD 
TO POWER POLITICS. In a radio address delivered on the 
evening after the conclusion of the Berlin Conference, Chan- 
cellor Julius Raab declared that the Austrian people will nev- 
er yield to a policy of force. Stating that the Berlin conversa- 
tions had shown that the state treaty was ready to be signed, 
he said that it was merely power politics that had prevented 
the treaty from being concluded. 


the news of the latest failure in the state treaty negotiations 
with disappointment, yes even with bitterness, but not with 
lack of courage. For nine years we have waited in vain for 
the fulfilment of a solemnly given promise of complete free-

PARLIAMENT APPROVES AUSTRIAN ATTITUDE AT BER.- 
LIN. Foreign Minister Figl’s report on the proceedings at the 
Berlin Conference was delivered to Parliament in a historic 





session attended not only by the members of Parliament but 


| also by President Theodor Koerner, all of the members of the 


Federal Government, the Provincial Governors, the speakers 
of the Provincial Diets and the members of the provincial gov- 
ernments. 
The representatives of all parties, with the exception of 
the four Communist members, greeted the Foreign Minister’s 
| report with long and continuous applause. When the Commu- 
nists announced their intention of opening a debate, the mem- 
bers of all the other parties left the chamber en bloc. 
Parliament later passed a motion declaring: ‘‘Parliament 
ipproves the attitude of the Austrian delegation at the Foreign 
Ministers’ conference in Berlin. It expresses deep disappoint- 
ment over the failure to make progress in the question of the 
\ustrian state treaty. The Austrian people will not slacken 
their fight for freedom and independence until success is fin- 
ily achieved. Parliament calls on the Federal Government to 
prepare new measures and lay down principles of future policy 
continue the struggle for the state treaty until final victory’? 
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AUSTRIA OPENS HER BORDERS TO 18 EUROPEAN COUN. 
TRIES. On March 2 the Austrian Cabinet lifted visa require- 
ments for all subjects of OEEC (Organization for European 
Economic Cooperation) countries. As a result, citizens of Ita- 
ly, Belgium, the Netherlands, Luxembourg, Greece, Turkey, 
Switzerland, Liechtenstein, San Marino, Denmark, Ireland, Ice- 
land, Norway, Sweden, Portugal, the German Fedcral Republic, 
France and England can now enter Austria without a visa. 
Minister of the Interior Oskar Helmer declared in this connec- 
tion that the Austrian measure is designed to create the pre- 
requisite for close cooperation between peoples, all boundaries 
notwithstanding. After the Police Law for aliens is passed it 
will be possible for all foreigners to reside in Austria for an 
indefinite length of time without a residence permit. Minister 
Helmer declared that it is to be hoped that those European 
countries whose subjects will now be able to enter Austria 
without a visa will in turn drop all visa limitations on Aus- 
trians. 


AUSTRIANS ACCEPT BERLIN CONFERENCE RESULTS 
CALMLY AND RESOLUTELY. The news of the breakdown in 
the negotiations on Austria at the Berlin Conference was re- 
ceived by the Austrian people in a spirit of calmness but also 
of even greater determination to continue their unswerving 
struggle for freedom. When the news reached Vienna the Aus- 
trian radio stations cancelled all of their scheduled programs 
and broadcast only serious music after the address of the 
Chancellor. 

The Austrian delegation to the conference, which returned 
from Berlin by air, landed at the Langenlebarn airfield outside 
Vienna. Thousands of torch-bearing members of the Austrian 
Youth Movement lined the highway to Vienna and, together 
with the people of Vienna, accorded the delegation a grateful 
reception. 

Speaking at a freedom demonstration organized by the So- 
cialist party in front of the Vienna city hall, Vice-Chancellor 
Adolf Schaerf declared: ‘‘We did not yield when times were at 
their blackest, nor shall we allow ourselves to be intimidated 
or provoked now. In fact, now less than ever. Despite every- 
thing, the Austrian people will continue their work... Our 
rights are a source of moral strength to us and we shall not 
cease proclaiming them until they are granted. In keeping with 
this I confidently proclaim to the world: Now more than ever!’’ 

Austrian newspapers ran black-bordered announcements 
of the breakdown of the Berlin negotiations. Newspaper edito- 
rials praised the attitude of the Austrian delegation in Berlin, 
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describing it as completely in keeping with the wishes of the 
Austrian people. The entire non-Communist press was unan- 
imous in maintaining that acceptance of the Soviet demands 
would have placed the heaviest burdens on Austria without 
giving her freedom and that Molotov’s demand for the with- 
drawal of all, i.e. including Western, troops from Vienna while 
the Soviet occupation continued would have placed all of Aus- 
tria in the greatest danger. 

Political leaders and editorial writers declared in their 
commentaries that since the Big Four had again failed to sign 
a state treaty the Allied Control Agreement on Austria should 
at least be substantially modified. The Control Agreement was 
put into effect by the Allies in 1946 in the expectation that a 
state treaty would soon be concluded. It still contains a nun- 
ber of limitations which are no longer justified in the light of 
the long duration of the occupation. 


FOREIGN MINISTER FIGL SAYS AUSTRIAN PROBLEM 
WILL STAY ON AGENDA. ‘‘Since the Austrian problem is the 
easiest one to settle and since it will remain on the agenda 
of international meetings, it cannot be postponed indefinite 
ly,’’ declared Austrian Foreign Minister Leopold Figl in an 
interview which he gave after the Berlin Conference. Reply- 
ing to the question as to how Austria could best be helped,

dom and sovereignty. During these nine years our people have 
shown exemplary discipline and perseverance. Ve shall not 


change this attitude in the future. We shall continue to ex- 
press our viewpoint and demand our rights with calm determi- 
nation. Attrition tactics will not prove successful against the 
Austrian people.’’ 


The Austrian delegation headed by Foreign Minister Leo 
pold Figl and Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs Bruno Kreis- 
ky was received by Chancellor Raab in the historic hall of the 
Congress of Vienna followingits returm from Berlin. The Chan- 
cellor expressed the gratitude of the Austrian people for the 
brave and statesmanlike attitude shown by the delegation at 
the Berlin Conference. Among other things, the Chancellor 
declared: ‘‘The Treaty foundered on the hard and cold demand 
of the Soviet Union that the occupation be continued for an in- 
definite period even after conclusion of the state treaty. This 
demand was unacceptable to us and all of us approve the po- 
sition taken by the Austrian delegation. A country cannot be 
expected to assume the burdens of a treaty and at the same 
time remain occupied... A treaty which keeps us in continued 
slavery is not worth the ink with which it would be signed.’’ 

Foreign Minister Figl declared in his reply that the his- 
torical responsibility for the failure of the negotiations on 
Austria must be borne by those who assumed this responsib 
ility in Berlin. He said that world history would prove that 
Austria had acted correctly in not permitting herself to be 
worn down and deprived of her rights. ‘‘In the awareness of 
this, the people, Parliament and Government of AuStria will 
continue their exemplary struggle for their rights and freedom, 
in defiance of any momentary victory of power politics,’’ con 
cluded Foreign Minister Figl. 


now that the Berlin Conference has broken down, the Foreign 
Minister declared: ‘‘The most important thing is that all of 
Austria’s friends continue to lend her their complete moral 
support, so that the Austrian people do not get the feeling 
that they have been abandoned and so that they may continue 
to find the strength for their fight for freedom and sovereign- 
ty.’’ Dr. Figl declared in conclusion that, regardless of the 
results of the Berlin Conference, it could definitely be ex- 
pected that efforts would continue to be made to settle un- 
solved problems through diplomatic channels. 


AUSTRIA’S MOST MODERN TRANSMITTER PLACED IN OP- 
ERATION. A new medium-wave transmitter of the Austrian 
radio system was opened on March 3 at St. Peter, near Graz. 
This 25-kilowatt station is not only the most modern transmit- 
ter in the country but it is also the first big one to have been 
constructed since 1945. In the coming months similar installa- 
tions will be ready for operation in Dornbirn (Vorarlberg), Inns- 
bruck (Tyrol) and Klagenfurt (Carinthia). 


GOVERNMENT CALLS FOR BUSINESS AID AGAINST UN. 
EMPLOYMENT. This year’s unusually severe winter has in- 
creased the number of unemployed in Austria to more than 
300,000 in February. For this reason the Austrian Cabinet has 
appealed to business to make every provision for starting the 
construction projects planned for this year as soon as favor 
able weather sets in, so that as many workers as possible 
may find work. The Federal Government has itself made all 
preparations for an immediate start on the construction work 
and other projects it is planning. The government also called 
on business tocreate additional jobs by avoiding as far aspos- 
sible, any further dismissals and discontinuing overtime work. 


AUSTRIA EXPRESSES GRATITUDE FOR AMERICAN AID 
TO AVALANCHE VICTIMS. Austrian Chancellor Julius Raab 
has sent a letter to U.S. Ambassador Llewellyn E. Thompson 
thanking him for the valuable assistance lent by American 
troops at the time of Austria’s avalanche disasters. The U.S. 
Army had sent helicopters into the stricken areas. 


ETHNIC GERMAN REFUGEES TO ACQUIRE AUSTRIAN CIT- 
IZENSHIP THROUGH OPTION. Austrian Minister of the In- 
terior Helmer has announced that a draft law is being drawn 
up at the present time designed to enable the ethnic German 
refugees in Austria to acquire Austrian citizenship in the fu- 
ture through simple option. Helmer declared that the ethnic 
Germans have been in Austria for nine years, that they are 
earning an honorable livelihood and that they have found a 
second homeland in the country. 


75,000 CIVILIAN AIR PASSENGERS CAME TO AUSTRIA IN 
1953. According to civil aviation statistics compiled by the 
Austrian Chamber of Commerce, approximately 75,000 arriving 
and departing passengers were listed by the airlines operating 
in Austria. The peak of this air traffic came in August, when 
over 10,000 passengers were listed. More than one-third of 


all arriving and departing passengers used the Vienna airports. 


SOVIETS APPOINT NEW TROOP COMMANDER IN AUSTRIA. 
The Soviet Union has appointed Army General S.S. Biryusov 
as the new commander-inchief of its occupation troops 
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CULTURE AND SCIENCE 


EXCITING DOCUMENT DISCOVERY IN VIENNA ARCH- 
DIOCESE. In a recent examination - the first since 1945 - of 
the contents of the Vienna Archdiocese archives, 2,155 
original documents were discovered of which 1,706 have thus 
far been completely unknown to researchers. 549 of the docu- 
ments date back to the period before 1500 and another 665 to 
the 16th century. The most valuable find is without doubt the 
hitherto unknown founding charter of the Vienna Bishopric, 
dating from the year 1138 and signed by Pope Innocent II 
(1130-1143). The finds also include 138 bulls, over 1,000 
seals, approximately 700 wills of commoners, a 14th-century 
municipal record and street list of Vienna, parts of a Middle 
High German songbook as well as the original founding char- 
ter of the priory of St. Stephen’s cathedral in Vienna. 

After the Archbishop’s palace had been hit by a bomb in 
1945, the archives were moved in their entirety to a nearby 
cellar. When the time came to sort the accumulated records, 





’ the old documents were found among the remaining records of 


more recent date. These finds will make animportant contribu- 
tion to the reconstruction of the history of Vienna and Austria. 


VIENNA STATE OPERA WILL OPEN ITS 1955 SEASON WITH 
6 NEW PRODUCTIONS. In the fall of 1955, when the Vienna 
State Opera moves back to the old opera house which by that 
time will have been rebuilt, it will present six new productions 
during the first 10 days of performance, declared Dr. Karl 
Boehm, the new director of the State Opera. Beethoven’s ‘‘Fi- 
delio’’ and Mozart’s ‘‘Don Giovanni’’ are among the operas be- 
ing considered for the opening performance. Dr. Boehm him- 
self will be in charge of the first three new productions andthe 
others will be conducted by three prominent guests, two of 
whom will probably be Wilhelm Furtwaengler and Vittorio de 
Sabata. 


CAMILLA WILLIAMS TO APPEAR AT VIENNA FESTIVAL. 
The famous American negro soprano Camilla Williams, who 
is making her first European tour this spring, will appear in 
an American program conducted by Franz Allers in Vienna on 
May 10. This first appearance will be followed by a recital on 
May 18. Miss Williams is one of the leading sopranos at the 
New York City Centerwhere she has appearedinthe title roles 


of ‘‘Aida’’ and ‘‘Madame Butterfly,’’ and as Mimi in ‘‘La 
Boheme.’’ 


VIENNA TO ORGANIZE EXHIBITION DEVOTED TO AUS- 
TRIAN WRITERS LIVING ABROAD. In connection with its 
annual meeting in Vienna this fall, the ‘‘Weltbund der Oester- 
reicher im Ausland’’ (World Association of Austrians Living 
Abroad) is planning to organize an exhibition entitled ‘‘The 
Writings of Austrians Living Abroad.’’ The exhibition, which 
will also include works written during the period Austrians 
lived in emigration, is designed to acquaint the home country 
with the writings of Austrians who are active abroad. The 
Austrian National Library (Vienna I, Josefsplatz), which has 


undertaken to organize the exhibition, has appealed to Aus- 
trians living abroad — and particularly Austrian emigres — to 
make available copies of any works they have written abroad. 


HEINRICH HARRER'S ‘‘SEVEN YEARS IN TIBET" IS BOOK- 
OF-MONTH CLUB SELECTION. The New York Book of the 
Month Club has chosen ‘‘Seven Years in Tibet,’’ a work by the 
well-known Austrian mountain climber and expert on Tibet, 
Heinrich Harrer, as its selection for March 1954. The English 
language edition of Harrer’s book includes a preface by Peter 
Fleming, who is known forhis book on exploration trips through 
Brazil. 


WORLD CONGRESS OF UNIVERSITY TEACHERS TO BE 
HELD IN AUSTRIA FROM SEPTEMBER 8-14. The World 
Congress of University Teachers is to be held in Vienna from 
September 8—14. The principal themes for discussion are to 
be collaboration between science and industry and problems 
connected with the admission and livelihood of students. Ap- 
plications to attend this congress should be made through the

VIENNA AKADEMIECHOR PLANNING NEW U.S. TOUR IN 
FALL OF 1954. The Wiener Akademiechor (Vienna Academic 
Chorus), which made an extremely successful tour of the Unit- 
ed States in September-December 1953, is planning a new se- 
ries of guest appearances in the U.S. during the fall of 1954. 
The chorus is directed by Professor Ferdinand Grossmann, who 
will also conduct its performances during the new tour. AUS- 
TRIAN INFORMATION will announce the program of the tour 
as soon as announced. 


ACADEMY STUDENTS GIVE EXCHANGE CONCERTS IN 
GERMANY, BELGIUM AND YUGOSLAVIA. The Vienna 
Academy of Music and Dramatic Art has arranged with the 
academies of music in Belgrade, Cologne, Liege and Brussels 
to organize exchange concerts during 1954. A group of Vienna 
music students gave a concert in Belgrade on February 25 and 
will appear at guest performances in Cologne on March 11, in 
Liege on March 13 and in Brussels on March 16. Later in the 
year there will be return visits of German, Yugoslav and 
Belgian music students to Austria. 


YOUNG AUSTRIAN SCULPTOR DESIGNS STATUE OF 
NEHRU. The young Austrian sculptor Heinz Statzinger has 
been given an assignment to draft and execute a cast statue 
of Indian Prime Minister Pandit Nehru which is to be 3.5 
meters in height. The young artist, who has been on a study 
trip in India since 1953, was also the winner of the second 
prize for sculpture at the jubilee exhibition of the Indian 
Academy of Fine Arts in Amritsar. 


INTERNATIONAL FEDERATION OF LANDSCAPE ARCHI- 
TECTS TO MEET IN VIENNA IN JUNE. From June 8—11, 
during the period of the Vienna Festival, the International Fed- 
eration of Landscape Artists (IFLA) will hold a congress in 
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Vienna which will be attended by approximately 400 delegates 
from 22 countries. The scientific lectures, to be given at the 
Museum for Applied Art, will be supplemented by an extensive 
social program. After the congress there is to be a study trip 
through Austria. An international landscaping exhibition will 
be opened in Vienna’s Tuerkenschanzpark at the time of the 
congress and will continue until October 1954 as an addition- 
al attraction of the Austrian capital. 


NEW SCHOOL GALLERY BRINGS ART WORKS TO AUSTRIAN 
YOUTH. The Vienna Cultural Affairs Department has orga- 
nized a school exhibit of 40 paintings by contemporary artists. 
The exhibit was made available to a new Vienna school and 
is designed to bring art to youth. It is intended to establish 
similar art galleries in other Austrian schools, which will then 
be able to exchange the exhibits with one another. 


INTERCONTINENTAL STUDIES INSTITUTE TO BRING 
GROUP TO SALZBURG FESTIVAL. The Institute for Inter- 
continental Studies is making the various European festivals 
the theme of its Fourth Annual Grand Tour of Europe, to be 
held in 1954 Dr. Eric Mann, director of the tour, will also 
bring his study group toSalzburg, where it will attend the Fes- 
tival and be welcomed at a reception given by the Governor of 
Salzburg Province. 


AUSTRIAN MEDICAL ACHIEVEMENTS ANNOUNCED. A nun- 
ber of significant medical successes achieved by Austrian 
physicians have recently been announced. The Vienna Emer- 
gency Hospital (Unfallkrankenhaus), where Professor Boehler 
joes his research, announces that its doctors have developed 
a process for transplanting pieces of skin of almost any size. 
By the same process, even skin which has become detached 
from the body as a result of an accident can be grafted and 
made to take. 

The Vienna University Clinic is currently making use of 
an anti-tubercular preparation developed in Switzerland with 
the collaboration of the Austrian university lecturer Ruzicka. 
This preparation, more effectively than any previous drugs, 
prevents tubercle bacilli from acquiring resistance to medica- 
tion. The new drug is called GT3. 

In collaboration with the laboratory of the First Vienna 
University Medical Clinic, the Biochemiewerke (Biochemical 
Works) in Kundl, Tyrol, have produced a new kind of acid-re- 
sistant penicillin. When taken in the form of tablets, this type 
of penicillin is not affected by stomach acidity. One of the 
leading participants in the development of this drug, which 
has already been registered with the World Health Organiza- 
tion as Penicillin V, was the Austrian physician K. H. Spitzy. 

Professor Karl Lindner, director of the First Vienna Uni- 
versity Ophthalmological Clinic, has developed a new opera- 
tive process for shortening the longitudinal axis of the human 
By means of his process, it is possible to effect sub- 
stantial corrections of high-degree myopia. 


AUSTRIAN SCIENCE SPEAKS TO THE WORLD. Seventy-one 
Austrian scientific organizations, which have banded together 
in an ‘‘Emergency Association of Science,’’ will shortly pub-

lish their 1954 almanac entitled ‘‘Ideen aus Oesterreich’’ (Ide- 
as from Austria). The book will describe Austrian achieve- 
ments in all fields of science and, above all, will show for- 
eigners what discoveries, inventions and research are the ac- 
complishments of both current and past Austrian scientific 
work. However, the book is also designed to show the world 
the difficult circumstances under which all these achievements 
came about. 


RECONSTRUCTION OF VIENNA STATE MUSEUMS NEAR 
COMPLETION. The 19th and 20th Century Gallery will be re- 
opened at the beginning of July in its former premises in the 
Belvedere Palace. The gallery had been left homeless as a 
result of the destruction of the palace during the war; its re- 
construction, however, is about to be completed. The art trea- 
sures purchased by the Austrian state from the beginning of 
the 19th century down to the present day will be on permanent 
display in the rooms of the palace built for Prince Eugene. 
The central feature of the gallery, in addition to numerous oth- 
er valuable works by Austrian and foreign artists, are the paint-

ings of Georg Ferdinand Waldmueller. By means of special ex- | 
hibits, the gallery will illustrate specific themes dealing with | 


the art of these periods and its respective acquisitions. The 
opening of the 19th and 20th Century Gallery means that the 
reconstruction of the Vienna state museums which suffered so 
much from war damage is now substantially completed. 


DISPLAY OF MEDIEVAL ARMOR AT INNSBRUCK’S ‘FER. 
DINANDEUM’’ MUSEUM. An exhibition of outstanding ex- 
amples of artistic Innsbruck armor, dating from the late Gothic 
and Renaissance periods, will be held at the ‘‘Ferdinandeum”’ 
Museum of Innsbruck in June of this year. Between 60 and 70 
suits of armor originating in the Innsbruck of those periods 
and loaned to the ‘‘Ferdinandeum’’ for this occasion by col- 


lectors and museums in seven European countries, will be on | 


view. Along with Nuremberg, Augsburg and Milan, Innsbruck 
was one of Europe’s leading centers of armor manufacture dur- 


ing the late Middle Ages. 


BAROQUE CHAPEL IN VIENNA RESTORED. The Bernardi 
Kapelle, one of Vienna’s finest Baroque chapels, which was 
damaged by bombs during the war, has now been restored. The 
chapel had also been destroyed on a previous occasion, name- 
ly during the second siege of Vienna by the Turks in 1683. 
Hit by five bombs during World War II, it has now been restor- 
ed to its mid-18th Century appearance, with an altarpiece by 
Martin Altomonte. 


AUSTRIAN BOOK EXHIBITS IN HOLLAND AND SWEDEN. 
Book exhibits covering 1,800 different works have been held 
in the Netherlands and Sweden by 126 different Austrian pul- 
lishing houses. The project was enormously successful and 
led to an active cultural exchange between these countries 
and Austria in the field of literature.

AUSTRIA’S TEXTILE INDUSTRY. 60% of Austria’s knitted ex- 
port goods went to the United States in 1953, Dr. Franz Josef 
Mayer-Gunthof, head of the association of Austria’s textile 
industry, stated in a recent article. The industrialist em- 
phasized that Austria could never propose general textile 
import restrictions for the domestic market, because of Aus- 
tria’s own overwhelming export interests. Vorarlberg embroid- 
ery exports, Dr. Mayer-Gunthof said, were extremely success- 
ful last year, and exports of wool yarns, cotton, silk and 
rayon goods also increased. Yarn and textile goods exports 
(without clothing) during the first ten months of 1953, amount- 
ed to approximately 8% of Austria’s total exports. This is 
somewhat less than the percentage of 1938, but Austria's 
textile industry is confident that further export progress can 
be made. The Austrian textile industry was particularly 
gratified by the fact that, in spite of severest handicaps, 
many export markets were recovered which - apart from the 
United States and the traditional Furopean markets - include 


Canada, Argentina, Colombia, Australia, and Israel. The 
Austrian textile industry employs approximately 70,000 
workers, which is approximately one-sixth of the number 


employed in all of Austria’s industries. 


AUSTRIA AGAIN IN TORONTO. - More than 60 Austrian 
firms have decided to exhibit at the Toronto (Ontario) Inter- 
national Trade Fair, which will take place this year from May 
31 through June 11, 1954. Contrary to the arrangements last 
year, the Austrian exhibitors will not be placed together in a 
special Austrian group, but will take their places with exhib 
itors from other countries in their fields. The exhibits will 
include costume jewelry, textiles, leather goods, sports 
articles and sportswear, household goods and utensils as 
well as machines, tools, electric material, and precision and 
measuring instruments.
